If any men be Plotters, 
or contrive any evil againſt 
the King or Government, 
or breed Sedition and Di- 
ſturbance in the Kingdom, 
they muſt ſuffer according

on,they are to be reproved

tul, it being contrary to the 
i Lawof Nature, and Chriſt's 
Dodrine, as it 1s proved by 
theſe words of the moſt 
worthy and learned Dr. 
Tillotſon, in his moſt excel- 
lent Sermon preached be- 
fore the honourable Houſe 
of Commons, and printed 
by their Order. Jeſus Chriſt, 
ſaith he, going to worſhip 
at Hieruſalem, becauſe the 
| Samaritans, who were of 

another Religion, would 

not receive him in his 
Journey, two of his Diſct- 
ples, James and John, pre- 
, | fently take fire, and out of 
# a well-meaning Zeal tor 
their Maſter, and of the 
true God, and of of Hieru- 


ſalem,

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ſalemthe true place of wor- 
ſhip, they are unmediately 
for diſpatching out of the 
way theſe Enemies of God, 
and Chriſt, and the true 
Religion. And to this end, 
they deſire our Saviour to 
give them Power to call for 
tire from Heaven to con- 
ſume them, as Elias had 
done in a hke caſe. But Je- 
ſusChriſt ſeeing them1n this 
heat, notwithſtanding all 
the Reaſons they pretend- 
cd for their paſtion,and for 
all they ſheltered them- 
ſelves under the great ex- 
ample of El;as, doth very 
calmly, but ſeverely re- 
prove this temper of theirs, 
laying, Je know not what 
manner of ſpirit ye are of ; 
for 
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for the Son of man 3s not 
come to deitroy mens lives, 
but to ſave them. Ye own 
your ſelvesto be my Diſci- 
ples, but do you conlider, 
what ſpirit now acts and 
m__ you ? Not that 
urely which my Doctrine 
deſigns to mould and faſhi. 
on you into, which 1s not 
a furious and perſecuting 
and deſtructive ſpirit, but 
mild, and gentle and fav- 
ing, tender of the lives and 
intereſt of men, even of 
thoſe who are our greateſt 
Enemies. You ought to 
conſider, that you are not 
now under the rough and 
ſowr diſpenſation of the 
Law, but the calm and pea- 


ceable inſtitution of the 
Gol- 
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Goſpel, to which the ſpi- 
rit of Eljas, though he was 
a very good man mn his 
time, would be altogether 
inſuitable. God permitted 
itthen under the imperfect 
way of Religion, but now 
under the Goſpel,it would 
be intolerable. No diffe- 
rence of Religion, no pre- 
tence of Zeal for God and 
Chriſt, can warrant and ju- 
ſtifte this paſſionate and 
herce, this vindictive and 
exterminating ſpirit. This 
perſecuting, killing and 
deſtroying one another a- 
bout Religion, 1s contrar 

to Chriſts Dot&trine,for, He 
#s not come to deitroy mens 
lives, but to ſave them. He 
came nat to kill and de- 
{troy, 
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ſtroy, but for the healing of 
the Nations, for the Salva- 
tion and Redemption of 
mankind , not only from 
the wrath to come, but 
froma great part ofthe e- 
vils and miferies of this 
lite. 

This ſpirit of perſecuti- 
on, which our Saviour here 
reprovesin his Diſciples, is 
direftly oppolite to the 
main and fundamental 
Precepts of the Goſpel, 
which command us to love 
one another, and to love all 
men, even our very Ene- 
mies :, and are lo far from 
permitting usto perſecute 
thoſe who hate us, that 
they forbid us to hate thoſe 
who perſecute us: They re- 


quire . 
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quire us to be merciful, as 
our F ather which is in Hea- 
ven is merciful ; to be kind 
and tender-hearted, forbear- 
ing one another, if any man 
have a quarrel againſt any, 
even as God for Chriſts ſake 
hath forgiven ws 5 and to 
put on 4s the Elef of God, 
bowels of mercy, meekneſs 
and long ſuffering and to 
follow peace with all men,and 
to ſhew all meekneſs toall | 
zen. To all which Pre-. | 

cepts nothing can be more 
oppoſite, than inhumane 
Cruelties and Perſecutions, 
Chriſts great buſineſs was: | 
to be beneticial to others,to 
ſeek and to fave that which | 
was loſt; He went about | 
doing good to the Bodies 
and 


| 
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and to the Souls of men. 
He could ithe had pleaſed, 
by his miraculous Power 
have confounded his Enc- 
mies, and have thundred 
out death and deſtruction 
againſt all Hereticks and 
Schilmaticks; but intending 
that his Religion ſhould be 
propagated in humane 
ways, and that men ſhould 
be drawn to the Proftcilion 
of it by the bonds of Love, 
and by the gentle and pea- 
ceable methods of Reaſon 
and Perſwafion,he gave no 
Example of a furious Zeal, 
and religious Rage againſt 
thoſe who deſpiſed his Do- 
&rine. When he went about 
making Proſclytes,he offer- 
ed violence to no man, 0n- 


ly 
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ly faid, If any man will be 
my Diſciple, if any man will 
come after me. And when 
his Diſciples were leaving 
him, he doth not (as the 
Church of Rome) et up an 
Inquitition to torture and 
puniſh them for their de- 
tection from the Faith ; on- 
ly fays, Will 3e alſo go araj? 
Andin nba of this 
bleſſed Pattern, the Chri« | 
ſtian Church continued to | 
ſpeak and att for ſeveral A- .;| 
ges. And this was the Lan- 
guage of the holy Fathers, | 
Lex nova non ſe vindicat 
wltore gladio. The Chriitian - 
Law doth not avenge it ſelf | 
by the Sword. This was then

theſe Circumſtances, _ 
Chriſt thinks fit to rebuke 
and diſcountenance this 
ſpirit, Te know not what 
marncr of ſpirit ye are of. 
And he gives ſuch a Rea- 
ſon, as ought 1n all diffe- 
rences of Religion, how 
wide ſoever they be, tode- 
ter men from this temper. 
For, ſaith he, The Son of 
man is not come to deſtroy 
mens lives, but to ſave them 
that 1s, this ſpirit 1s utterly 
inconliſtent with the great | 
delign of Chriſtian Religt-| 
on, and the end of Chrilts 
coming into the World. 

What then hath the 
Church of Rome, or any 
other whatſoever, to plead | 
for her Perſccution to men |; 
tor 
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for the cauſe of Religion, 
which James and John 
might not much better 
have pleaded for themſelves 
in their Caſe againſt the 
Samaritans? Does (he pra- 
(iſe theſe ſeverities out of 
a Zeal for truth,and for the 
honour of God.,and Chriſt, 
and the true Religion ? 
Upon theſe very accounts 
It was, that Fames and John 
would have called tor hre 


| from Heaven to have de- 
| ſtroyed the Samaritans. Is 
| theChurchof Rome,or any 


other whatſoever perſwa- 


| ded, that thoſe whom ſhe 


perſecutes are Hercticks 
and Schiſmaticks, and that 


* no Puniſhment can be too 


great for ſuch m_—_— > 
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So James and John were : 
perlwaded of the Samari- 
tans, and upon much bet- 
ter grounds: For they had | 
ſome Excuſe in their Caſe, | 
which the Church of Rowe 
hath not 3 and that was 1g- 
norance:And this Apologie 
JeſusChriſt makes for them, 
laying, Te know not what 
manner of ſpirit ye are of.But 
in the Church of Rome, or 
in any other Chriſtian 
Church whatſoever, what- 
ever the Caſe of particular | 
Perſons may be, as to the | 
whole Church, and the go- 
verning part of it, this1g- 
norance 1s wiltul and afle- 
&ed,and therefore inexcu- 
ſable. For the Chriſtian Re- 
Iigion, which they profeſs 


to 
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toembrace, doth asplainly 
teach the contrary, as it 
doth any other matter 
whatſoever : And it is not 
more evident in the New 
Teſtament,thatChriſt dyed 
for ſinners, than that Chri- 
{tians ſhould not perſecute 
and deſtroy one another 
for the miſ-belief of anyAr- 
ticle of revealed Religion 3 
much leſs for the di{-belief 
of ſuchArticlesas are inven- 
ted by men,or are impoſed 
as only Ceremonies. 

Thoſe whom we call He- 
reticks and Schiſmaticks, 
ſaith Salviar, do not think 
they areſo. They are Here- 
ticks andSchiſmaticks in our 
Opinion but in theirown they 
are not ; For they thinkthey 

are 
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are Catholicks, in as much as 
they call ws Hereticks 3 
therefore what they are to us, 
we are to them. Heretic: 
ſunt, ſed non ſcientes apud 
20s ſunt heretici, apud ſe non 
Sant nam in tantum ſe Catho- 
licos eſſe judicant, nt nos ip- 
ſos titulo heretice pravitatis 
infament. Yuod ergo illi no. | 
bis ſunt, & hoc nos illis., 
Therefore as we would not | 
have them to perſecute us 
for our Religion, ſo we 
ought not to perlecute 
them for theirs, As ye would 
that all men ſhould do unto 
you, ſo do you unto them.
